The Soton grounded when the 
German cruiser Koenigsberg fired 
nhots over her bow and attempted 
to seize her in reprisal for the 
Palos incident, was refloated at 
high tide. 
An unnamed British vessel, car- 
rying coal enroute to Santander, 
was protected from the threats of 
four armed insurgent cutters and

BKRLIN. '.T''. The nazi govern- 
ment of Germany and the Catholic 
church gave signs of a return to 
cordial relations, with communism 
as a common foe. Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler, it was disclosed, sent cor- 
dial New Years greetings to Pope 
Pius XI, expressing hope for his 
recovery. 


A pastoial letter, signed by all 


the archbishops and bishops, to be 
read from German Catholic pulpits 
Sunday, will pledge the church to 
"support the 
reich.«fuehrer 
and 


chancellor 
in 
his fight agafnst 
bolshevism with all its means." 
It did, 
however, 
disclose the 
church has not forgotten its dif- 
ferences with 
nazi 
attempts to 
educate Catholic youth and with 
the movement in some quarters 
of the third reich to stress "blood, 
soil and gace" neo-paganism in 
preference to Christianity.

Only half a dozen members of 


the legislature were 
in Lincoln 
Saturday to remain for the open- 
ing1 session 
Tuesday, but they 


were soon surrounded 
by lame 
duck members, and former mem- 
bers and others seeking jobs for 
the cold winter coming 
on. A 
severe storm raging early in the 
day promised to delay the arrival 
of the main body of lawmakers 
until Monday. 


All indications pointed 
to the 
opening of the session 
Tuesday 


noon without any sort of caucus 
or informal meeting 
for agree- 
ment upon election of officers or 
adoption of rules. 


Two new arrivals expressed the 
view that there is no need of a 
caucus. John D. Reynolds of Nio- 
brara and E. M. Von Seggern of 
West Point could see no reason 
for a preliminary get together 
caucus. Thus far it is understood 
the members who have expressed 
themselves believe they should go 
into the open session 
Tuesday 


noon, elected officers in the open, 
perhaps adopting temporary 
par- 
liamentary rules or rules copied 
from the present house and senate 
rules, and later changing them to 
suit conditions as they arise. 
"What I am interested in," said 
Reynolds, who Served in the last 
state senate, "is the dire condition 
of people in my district, especially 
Knox county, where farmers have 
been laid off of WPA labor. They 
are in distress, with seven inches 
of snow on the ground, having 
raised no crops for seven years. 
They need $7,000 a month and are 
willing to work for it. The county 
has only enough to give each of 
465 families $2.50 a month for re- 
lief.

THE~SUN BROADCASTS. 


From time to time over vast 


areas of the earth's surface short 
wave radio communication has 
been suddenly and unexplainably 
interrupted. Comparison of notes 
has revealed that this interrup- 
tion, sometimes for a considerable 
period, has been instantaneous in 
all parts of the area afflicted, the 
area has been very large in its ex- 
tent, covering the entire daylight 
side of the earth, and no one could 
find a reason. 


At first it was assumed by indi- 


vidual ( stations that the interfer- 
ence was man made and there was 
some rather bitter protest against 
the unknown party or parties who 
were assumed to be responsible. 
But when it developed that the in- 
terruption was experienced over 
half the globe for exactly the same 
time period, it was easy to see 
that some phenomenon of^-aature 
was responsible. 


A scientist at Mount Wilson has 


an explanation to offer. 
He has 


photographed flashes from the sun 
and has found that they coincided 
with 'sudden and remarkable fade- 
outs" of short wave radio stations 
all over the earth's daylight side. 
These sun flashes seem to generate 
a ray that travels to the earth 
with the speed of light and puts 
short wave radio communication 
completely out of activity for the 
duration of the flash. These flashes 
last ten minutes or more. 


The sun, it seems, is broadcast- 


ing. And when the sun broadcasts, 
those stations on earth 
on the 


same wave length, are put out of 
business. 
They can file all the 


complaints they have a mind to 
with the federal communications 
commission and it will do no good. 
Nothing earthly can stop the sun 
from broadcasting when it so wills. 


But now that man knows what 


happens, he may find some way of 
combatting the sun's broadcast. 
Science-has found ways of getting 
around more difficult problems 
than this. The first chore is to lo- 
cate the trouble. Then the job is 
to correct it. If correction ia im- 
possible, then a way around the 
difficulty must be sought. That is 
the situation as it stands today.

County commissioners have been 
playing safe for several years 
when it come* to making an an- 
nual estimate of the county's ex- 
penses for the ensuing year. This 
year the estimate will be made on 
Jan. 12. In fact the estimate has 
for several years had little rela- 
tion to the actual amount the 
county board expects to spend. 
The sky has become the limit for 
the estimate. Some indignant pro- 
tests from taxpayers were heard 
when the board last year fixed its 
estimates at $1,792,100, the larg- 
est in the history of the county. 
These 
taxpayers 
thought 
the 
county was facing ruin. 


But with the legal limit for the 
county levy as fixed by law at 4 
mills, which on a valuation of 
$127,215,154 on tangible property 
produced $508,860.61 in taxes in 
1936, 
the county could not have 
expended the estimated total if it 
had wanted to do so. It would 
take 13 mills to raise the amount 
the 1936 estimate called for. The 
board cannot use more than it 
provides for in the estimate. 


For this reason the board has 
been careful ever since the relief 
problem grew to such vast pro- 
portions to make an estimate that 
will permit th.e board to act in an 
emergency. This places the board 
in position to go to the legislature 
and ask the lawmakers to raise 
the legal levy in case of emer- 
gency. If the board had the legal 
levy limit raised, but failed to 
make provision 'in its annual esti- 
mate for the use of more money, 
it would face an additional legal 
barrier in case of an emergency. 
The board expects "to repeat the 
1936 estimate for 1937, but no 
taxpayer need become alarmed. 
The board is merely playing safe.

MILITARIZING THE CCC. 
There will be no bonus drive in 


congress this session. That matter 
has been gotten out of the way 
by the payment of the bonus. 
The session may encounter at- 
tempts to pension World war vet- 
erans. But that effort probably 
will take more time and greater 
distance from the date of bonus 
payment to develop much force. 


One drive that is certain to be 


experienced by congress is the at- 
tempt to militarize the CCC camps. 
This drive may be expected to 
develop with increasing force from 
year to year while the CCC camps 
remain in existence. 


President Roosevelt has more or 


less definitely pledged himself to 
keep the CCC free from military 
training. He may succeed in doing 
so during his term of office. But 
ai the years pass and military ac- 
tivity increases abroad, the pres- 
sure for militai i7ation of the CCC 
will increase. 


There is to be said in favor ot 


the project that it is not likely 
that militarization of the camps j 
would do any particular harm. It1 
would result in the training for • 
arms of a great many young men! 
who are now devoting their time 
to labor projects, many of which 
are futile and 
foolish, and for

The Headache of Anoxia. 


All of the effects of inhalation 


of carbon monoxide, whether the 
victim recovers or not; all of the 
aftereffects if the victim recovers 
and all of the effects in cases of 
slight frequent exposure to minute 
quantities of carbon monoxide in 
the air, are due to anoxia, oxygen 
deficit in the tissues of the body 
and in the blood (anoxemia is the 
term referring particularly to the 
la.-k of oxygen in the blood). Car- 
bon monoxide is not poisonous end 
does no harm to the body tissues 
or cells. It merely crowds oxygen 
out. 


The brain and nervous tissues 
seem most sensitive to any degree 
of anoxia. 
Inhalation of air polluted with 
a very small quantity of carbon 
monoxide produces such warning 
symptoms 
as these: 
Tightness 
across forehead or sensation of a 
band constricting the head, throb- 
bing headache, flushing of skin, 
feeling of weakness in the knees, 
mental confusion, 
nausea, faint- 
ness, roaring 
in 
ears, perhaps 
vomiting. The victim may still 
have enough sense to respond to 
the alarm and escape. But if the 
polluted air is breathed a little 
longer, the victim becomes more 
confused, unable to think clearly, 
peculiarly helpless, perhaps a bit 
irrational 
or 
unreasonable if 
others try to rescue him, and if 
alone he is likely to lapse into 
unconsciousness and perish. 
Pure carbon monoxide is odor- 
less, tasteless and wholly non-ir- 
ritating. So one can't rely on one's 
senses to detect the danger. 
These or other symptoms in men 
or women who are much exposed 
to an atmosphere vitiated by car- 
bon monoxide cannot be positively 
diagnosed as anoxia unless test of 
the blood after the usual day's 
work shows the presence of an 
appreciable quantity 
of 
carbon 
monoxide. There are several fairly 
simple 
and 
clinically accurate 
tests. One is a simple comparison 
of the tint of a greatly diluted 
solution of the patient's blood with 
a similar solution of normal blood. 
Normal blood greatly diluted is 
yellow; blood 
containing carbon 
monoxide when similarly diluted 
is pink. Inspection of a sample of 
blood with the spectroscope con- 
firms the test. 


Garage workers, garment work- 
ers who press with gas iron, lino- 
type operators and others working 
in a room where type metal is 
heated in kettle and adequate ex- 
haust ventilation Is lacking, and 
people who use portable heaters, 
gas-logs, water heaters or cooking 
ranges without proper connection 
with chimney or flue, should be 
familiar with the effects of slight 
carbon monoxide gassing. 


ROYALTIES FOR ARTISTS? 
Baltimore Sun: 'A small group 


of distinguished painters have an- 
nounced in an< address 
to the 
"Artists and Art-Lovers of Amer- 
ica" that they are initiating a 
campaign to establish "the artist's 
right to benefit from the repro- 
duction and distribution of copies 
of his work. These rights, in time 
must be given legal recognition, 
but pending their establishment by 
the processes of law we intend to 
make these rights effective by es- 
tablishing them as common cus- 
tom." 


The artists propose to do this by 
persuading their colleagues to "re- 
tain reproduction rights when they 
sell their works" by urging pur- 
chasers to find out before they 
acquire reproductions whether the 
rights of the artist have been re- 
spected by the firms selling the 
reproductions and by asking insti- 
tutions which buy the works of 
living artists to acknowledge that 
the right of reproduction belongs 
to the artist, not the owner of the 
art work. Whether the committee, 
which is composed of John Sloan, 
Alexander Brock, William Cropper, 
Georgia 
O'Keefe, 
John Marin, 
Marsaden Hartley, Arthur Dove 
and the photographer Alfred Stieg- 
litz, will be able to find sufficient 
support to give effect to its pro- 
gram remains to bc seen. 
That 
they have an excellent case can 
hardly be disputed, for, as they 
point out, they are asking for no 
more than the rights which have 
already been conceded to belong to 
authors and to composers—the 
rig-ht, in short, to receive royalties. 
That their proposal also is fully 
in keeping- with the new but rap- 
idly growing awareness of the 
artist of his economic status and 
problems is very evident. At the 
beginning of the year a number of 
artists met in New York in their 
first congress and there decided 
upon a rental policy for museums. 
Moreover, the same meeting found 
the artists discussing the contem- 
porary social issues and recogniz- 
ing the need and feasibility of 
some measure of collective action 
on their part. "For the growth of 
American art no element is more 
essential than adequate mainten- 
ance of the artist," says the com- 
mittee on royalties. And it is in- 
teresting to note that this group 
also observes that the very gains 
which have lately been made in a 
national interest in art have ac- 
celerated the making and selling 
of reproductions and 
that, there- 


fore, the present is an appropriate, 
time for the artist to make his 
demands

No one is saying Mr. Cuse is a 
new dealer in disguise, or that he 
was acting for anyone except him- 
self, and perhaps the Spanish em- 
bassy.

Furthermore, there are reasons 
for believing the powers-that-be 
could have squelched Mr. Cuse's 
proposal without a word being 
published if they had chosen to 
use the whole weight of govern- 
ment threats. They did it several 
times in the last few months, suc- 
cessfully preventing other export- 
ers from sending war materials 
to the opposing factions in Spain. 
The background 
on President 
Roosevelt's present neutrality dif- 
ficulty is this: The hardest fight 
be had with congress last session 
was on this very same issue, and 
he lost. He then wanted complete 
administrative freedom to institute 
embargoes as he considered best 
in any situation that arose. Con- 
gressmen, leery 
of having the 
president ban their wheat or their 
cotton while they were not in ses- 
sion, insisted on what they called 
mandatory legislation. They wrote 
definite limits which restricted the 
president's action, and they re- 
stricted him so much that he had 
to let little Mr. Cuse, whom no- 
body knows, 
ship 
reconditioned 
airplanes to the Spanish radicals 
against his own will, the 
will of 
congress and the world (outside 
Russia and Valencia). 
As 
one 
of Mr. Roosevelt's 
legislative strategists remarked: 
"There is no better way in which 
Mr. Roosevelt could have told the 
congress now assembling' to deal 
with neutrality: ¥I told you so'." 
Likewise, there is also no better 
way in which the president could 
rally reluctant congressional sup- 
port behind the new proposal 
which he will make, giving him- 
self extensive freedom in dealing 
with neutrality embargoes. 


Neutrality is to be the big sub- 
ject of discussion during coming 
weeks, but there is one 
phase 
which few will mention. Even the 
most enthusiastic neutrality legis- 
lation proponents really doubt that 
legislation or executive action can 
be made effective. 


An intellectual European 
au- 
thority expresses the idea in these 
objective words: 


"You 
Americans are a senti- 
mental people. If a large nation 
attacks a smaller one, your sym- 
pathies will inevitably be with the 
smaller one.

Kreuger, former keeper of the 
west cell block, injured in helping 
prevent a prison break Nov. 30, 
fills a vacancy created by the res- 
ignation of N. W. Kerney Dec. 27. 
His salary will be $109.25. Walter 
Rowden, former Lincoln night po- 
lice captain and guard at intervals 
at the prison for about two years, 
will succeed Kreuger at the cell 
block post. 


The appointment was the second 
major prison personnel change of 
the day. Earlier the board of con- 
trol appointed Neil Olson deputy 
warden to fill a vacancy caused by 
the sudden resignation of Frank 
Weygint. 


Kreuger 
was hurt 
when he 
fought with two convicts, John 
Giles and John Larrimore, who 
were attempting to get into the 
prison yard by threatening guards 
with a realistic looking celluloid 
piscol.

Kreuger 
struck Giles but was 
knocked unconscious when Larri- 
more hit him over the head with 
a board. O'Grady later cited the 
guard for his bravery and as a 
reward increased his salary from 
?79.16 to $85 a month. Kreuger, 
who is 42, has been employed as 
a guard for about 10 years. Row- 
den will receive $79.16 a month 
for performing Kreuger's- former 
duties. 


During the five days between 
the resignation of Kerney and the 
naming of the new captain, Elmer 
E. Beals, formerly of the Lincoln 
police department, was the acting 
captain. He now resumes his usual 
position as assistant captain.

OMAHA, UP). Robert M. Arm- 
strong, 
Auburn 
attorney and 
member of the unicameral legisla- 
ture, said here he is considering 
introducing a three-point traffic 
control law at the coming session. 
Armstrong said he considers 


provisions for renewal of driver's 
licenses every two years after 
physical and mental examinations, 
establishment of state owned and 
operated automobile testing sta- 
tions, and establishment of a state 
patrol system employing 50 or 75 
men. 


He believes testing

owned and operated by the state 
highway department at various 
points in the state.

WHEN THE temperature drops 


*nd <jnappy weather comes, I re- 
ceive laany requests for informa- 
tion about frostbite and chilblains. 
Perhaps I can answer a lot of let- 
ters by -.;i article on the subject. 


There is confusion of mind about 


these two condition.'). To explain 
the difference, it is necessary to go 
somewhat into detail regarding 
them. 


In mild caseu of frostbite, the 
• kin becomes bright red, and blis- 
ters form 
In the more pronounced 


type, the skin becomes pale, stiff 
and brittle. The tissues may be so 
damaged as to cause partial de- 
struction and even death of the 
affected part. 


Chilblains resemble frostbite but 


may 
follow 
mild exposure. 
In 


reality, this condition is a disturb- 
ance of the nerves and small blood 
vessels of the affected part. They 
come because of a peculiar sus- 
ceptibility and sensitiveness of the 
•kin. Some persons are much more 
likely to 
have 
chilblains than 


others. It is a. condition especially 
common in children. 


May Be Severe 


As a rule, chilblains appear on 


the heel, foot or leg. At first there 
may be marked swelling- of the in- 
volved part. 
The pain is slight in 


most cases, but occasionally it may 
be so severe as to require an opi- 
ate. 


Sufferers from this condition are 


benefited by improvement in the 
general health and better blood cir- 
culation. At times, the local ap- 
plication of-a tannic acid and cam- 
phor mixture is beneficial. 


Anybody can suffer from frost- 


bite If he is careless about exces- 
sive exposure in freezing weather. 
Like burns and other disturbances 
rit the skin, the symptoms may be 
mild, moderate or severe. Neglect 
to care for frostbite may prove 
disastrous. For this reason, it is 
wise for everyone to be familiar 
with the emergency treatment. 


Don't Apply Heat 


The first thing to remember is 


nev>r to apply heat to a frostbite. 
The affected part should be gently 
rubbed with a cold application of 
some sort. 
It is a good plan to 


place the frozen limb in a cold wa- 
ter bath. 
The water should be 


kept cold by adding snow or ice. 
Thawing should be slow and grad- 
ual. 


If the frostbite is on the face or 


her.d, cold compresses should be 
used. Rubbing with soft, dry snow 
is beneficial. Care should be taken 
that the snow is not hard and 
jajTR-ed, capable of cutting the skin. 


It is always unwise to transfer 


* victim of frostbite from the cold 
to a warm temperature immediate- 
ly. 
When the sufferer is brought 


indoors, it is best to provide a. 
gradual adjustment in tempera- 
ture. 
As soon as possible, stimu- 


lants and internal medicine should 
be given under the supervision of 
n doctor.
